WASHINGTON—Charges of gross 


carelessness and negligence in pre- 
venting and controlling the spread 
of typhoid and.paratyphoid fevers in 
the army, are made against many 
medical officers serving with " the 
. forces • overseas in a circular pub- 
lished by- the chief surgeon of the 
American Expeditionary Forces and 
made public here today. 


The chief surgeon cites many in- 


stances 'where epidemics prevailed 
among troops, especially during the 
last offensives on the western front, 
and points out that the occurrence 
and distribution of diseases was con- 
stantly brought to the attention of 
the medical officers through weekly- 
bulletins. 


"It would appear," the 
circular 


continues, "that many officers utter- 
ly failed to grasp the sifinificance of 
these reports, a fact which may be 
due to a filse sense of security un- 
der the popular belief that vaccina- 
tion ejrainst typhoid and paratyphoid 
gives complete immunity even in the 
midst of gross'usanitary conditions." 


In a. review of the occurrence of 


typhoid and para-typhoid fevers in 
the expeditionary forces the chkf 
surgeon says that until June, 1918, 
few cases occurred. 
From then on, 


however, disease 
spread 
through 


many units. 


During the Chateau Thierry offen- 


sive, the circular discloses, approxi- 
mately 75 per cent of the troops 
engaged were afflicted with diarrheal 
diseases. 


"The high incidence of intestinal 


diseases in this sector was due Co 
entire disregard of the rules of san- 
itation," he says. 


Both dysentery and typhoid-para- 


typhoid fevers were demonstrated to 
have precvailed after the St. Mihiel 
offensive, but th.2 epidemics of pneu- 
monia and influenza prevailing at 
that time overshadowed all others. 


Following the offensive in the Ar. 


ponne, typhoid and para-typhoid be- 
gan to be reported from all divisions 
engaged, and it was quite evident 
the initial cases were due in large 
part to the drinking of infected wa- 
ter.
